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Crime Rise Noted In Nation, State 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Criminals 
killed more than 20,000 people and 
stole property worth $2.6 billion as 
crime in the United States increased 18 
per cent last year, the FBI said today 
in its final 1974 report on crime. 
Thieves made off with loot valued at 
more than the Justice D epartm ent’s 
annual budget and more than twice 
what it takes to run the city of Chicago 
for a year. 
Teen-agers were arrested for nearly 
one-third of the IO million crimes 
reported to police, although persons 
from IO to 17 account for only 16 per 
cent of the nation’s population. 


About half of all those arrested for 
burglaries, motor vehicle thefts and 
larcenies were teen-agers, the report 
said. 
Firearm s were used in 68 per cent of 
all m urders, 44 per cent of the rob­ 
beries, and 25 per cent of the serious 
assaults, the report said. 
The grim statistics emerged from 
the FB I’s annual report and analysis of 
the number of offenses and arrests 
reported to virtually all state and local 
law enforcement agencies. The FBI 
and other experts say many more 
crim es are never reported to police. 
The FBI earlier had estimated there 


were 17 per cent more crimes com­ 
mitted in 1974 than a year earlier. The 
final report showed the increase ac­ 
tually was 18 per cent. 


The crime rate is the number of 
offenses per 100,000 citizens. 


“These final figures merely un­ 
derscore what we already know. The 
problem of serious crime is im mense,’’ 
said Atty. Gen. Edward H. levi. “ A 
coordinated national response by all 
segments of 
the 
criminal 
justice 
system and at all levels of society is 
vital if we are to bring this problem 
under control.” 


There were 4,821 crimes per 100,000 
citizens in 1974, the report said. 
Increases were recorded for all 
sections of the country and for all 
seven crime categories measured 
m u rd er, rap e, robbery, assau lt, 
burglary, larceny and vehicle theft. 
The violent crim es of murder, rape 
and assault account for hardly more 
than a halfmillion of all reported of­ 
fenses. 
The far more numerous cases of 
robbery, burglary, larceny and vehicle 
theft cost the nation an estimated $2.6 
billion. The report said police recov­

A judge of the 3rd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Philadelphia, Adams, at 
54, is within the “middle-aged” range 
Ford has mentioned and nine years 
younger than the average age of the 
current justices. He has been a judge 
six years. He is Jewish, and there has 
not been a Jew on the court since Abe 
Fortas resigned in 1969. 


ROBERT H. BORK 
Solicitor general, he is the govern­ 
m ent’s lawyer in the Supreme Court. 
Both Justice Thurgood Marshall and 
retired Justice Stanley Reed came to 
the court from that position. Bork is 48 
and a conservative. He fired the first 
W atergate prosecutor, Archibald Cox, 


which could be a liability. 
ALFRED N. GOODWIN 
A judge of the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of 
A ppeals, 
Goodwin 
is 
52, 
a 
Republican from Portland, Ore., and 
has been a state or federal judge since 
1955. 


ROBERT P. GRIFFIN 
The assistant Republican leader in 
the Senate, Griffin would give the 
court its first justice with a senatorial 
background since Justice Hugo L. 
Black retired in 1971. None of the 
present justices has held partisan 
elective office. 
Ford has indicated he does not think 
people from such backgrounds should 
be ruled out. Nomination of Griffin 
could open the President to charges of 
cronyism and provincialism, since 
Griffin is an old friend from his home 
state. He is 52 and from Traverse City, 
Mich.

Secretary of housing and urban 
development, Mrs. Hills would be the

He is 
55 years old and from Chicago. 
J. CLIFFORD WALLACE 
A judge of the 9th Circuit, Wallace is 
from San Diego, Calif., and his ap­ 
pointment would preserve the West 
Coast representation on the court. 
WILLIAM II. WEBSTER 
A judge of the 7th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals, Webster, 51, has been a 
federal judge since 1971. He is from St. 
ixmis, is a former federal prosecutor 
and a past president of the Association 
of Missouri Republicans. 
CHARLES E. WICK’, INS 
Fourth-ranking Republican on the 
House Jueiciary Committee, Wiggins 
is a form er House colleague of Ford 
who says he is “ primarily a lawyer 
rather than a legislator or politician.” 
Wiggins, 47, was a staunch supporter 
of President Richard M. Nixon during 
House impeachment proceedings. This 
could count against him.

Ten per cent of 
the 16,000 persons charged with 
homicide were under 18 
During the past five years, the 
report said, “there was a 51 per cent 
increase in the number of persons 
under 18 years of age arrested for 
m urder.”

The number of violent crimes in the 
state, including murder, forcible rape, 
robbery and aggravated assau lt, 
jumped as a group from 31.304 in 1973 
to 39,094 last year. 
P roperty 
crim es, 
including 
burglary, larceny-theft and auto theft 
were up to 414,377 from 343,836 two 
years ago. 
The FBI report Is compiled each 
year from statistics submitted by city, 


county and state law enforcement 
agencies. To assure uniform ity, 
standard definitions are used for the 
seven offenses included in the agency’s 
crime index. 
Cincinnati Police Chief Carl V. 
Goodin chaired the committee on 
uniform crime records of the Inter­ 
national Association of Chiefs of Police * 
that advised the FBI. 
There were 38,118 violent crimes in 
Ohio cities in 1974, compared to 976 in 
rural areas of the state.

Wide Food Price 
Fluctuations Seen 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Although 
food prices have slowed from their 
rapid climb of the past two years, 
consumers can expect them to gyrate 
widely for many years because of 
weather ami Soviet Union grain im­ 
ports, 
an 
Agriculture 
Ik»partment 
economist said today. 
“The events of the last few years 
emphasize what we have tended to 
forget, that a m ajor source of price 
instability is natu ral d isa ste r —- 
droughts, floods, too much rain, early 
frosts, insects and diseases,” said 
K enneth R. F a rre ll, deputy a d ­ 
m in istra to r of USDA’s econom ic 
research service. 
Retail food prices, which rose 4.5 per 
cent in 1972, soared 14.5 per cent iii 
each of the following two years. 
D epartm ent 
experts, 
including 
Farrell today, said those will average 
about 9 per cent for all of 1975 and slow 
down further to an annual rate of 4 to 5 
per cent in the first half of next year. 
Food-price instability will be “one of 
the m ajor characteristics of the next 
decade” and much of the roller- 
coaaster 
effect 
will 
be 
“ tied 
to 
weather, both here akd abroad," 
Farrell saud in rem arks prepajed for 
USDA’s annual National Agricultural 
Outlook Conference. 
“The emergence of tile USSR as a 
participant in the world market means 
th at

have become a part of our uncer­ 


tainties,” Farrell said. 
Stricken by drought, Russia's grain 
harvest this year fell far short of 
needs. Consequently, the Soviets have 
bought heavily from other countries, 
including about 13.2 million m etric 
tons of wheat and feed grains from the 
United States so far this season 
A 
m etric ton is 2,204.6 pounds 
A huge export flow the past three 
years, including massive sales to other 
countries as well as to Russia, have 
drained once-large U S. grain reser­ 
ves. During the previous two decades, 
the U.S. stockpile and sim ilar supplies 
in Canada and Australia served as a 
buffer against soaring food prices, 
Farrell said. 
But, once food products leave the 
farm , the elements of price instability 
“are less and largely man-made," he 
said. Those involve so-called mid­ 
dleman costs for getting food from 
farms to consumers. 
F a rre ll said th at su p erm ark ets 
began switching from trading stam ps 
and related selling techniques to price 
competition in the early 1970s He said 
that the shift led to the A8cP food 
chain s “ WED” in 1972 “ without which 
average food prices would have risen 
another one-half per cent” in that 
year. 
“That emphasis on price 
com­ 
petition was largely overridden by the 
sharp price increases of 1973 and 1974, 
but it is now back with renewed vigor,” 
Farrell said.

DENVER (AP) 
A study released 
today indicates American teen-agers 
are losing their ability to communicate 
clearly through written English. 
Compared with students tested in 
1970, students 13 and 17 years old 
tested last year wrote a greater 
number of incoherent paragraphs and 
wrote in a shorter, 
“primer-like” 
style, said a report from the National 
Assessment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP). 
But 9-year-olds tested rn similar 
fashion wrote better in 1974 than their 
counterparts four years earlier, the 
NAEP said. 
Females wrote better essays than 
males at all three ages, the study 
found 
The NAEP is a project of the 
Education Commission of the States, 
an organization to which 45 states 
belong. Based in Denver, it conducts 
periodic tests in various subject fields 
to m easure the relative skills of 
students from year to year. It is funded 
by the National Center for Education 
Statistics, a federal agency. 
In a survey of writing skills taken 
first in 1970 and repeated in 1974. the 
NAEP tested 80,000 students in three 
age groups - 9-year-olds, 13-year-olds 
and 17-year-olds who were still in 
school. 
The test 
involved writing 
essays to answer questions. 
The survey showed the writing of 17- 
year-olds declined in quality between 
the two assessments. The 1974 students 
showed an increase in awkwardness 
and run-on sentences and a tendency to 
write as they would speak, the report 
said. 
Writing performance for the 13-year- 


olds also declined. On the average, the 
NAEP found the 1974 essays shorter, 
less sophisticated in expression and 
more awkwardly written than the 1970 
essays. 


Only the papers from the 9-year-olds 
showed an improvement, with the 
proportion of good writers rising in 
1974, the report said. 
Only a few 9-year-olds in either year 
wrote fully developed paragraphs, the 
report said. But 9-year-olds surveyed 
in 1974 attempted more complex sen­ 
tences and appeared to be moving 
toward more sophisticated writing. 
The NAEP offered no explanation 
for the decline in writing skills, but did 
offer som e recom m endations for 
them. 
It suggested that remedial 
writing laboratories be made available 
to all students; that more writing be 
required in schools, and that educators 
recognize teaching gram m ar is not 
teachuig writing

XENIA, Ohio (AP) — Former 
Antioch College President Arthur E. 
Morgan, the first head of the Ten­ 
nessee Valley Authority, died here 
Sunday at the age of 97. 
Morgan was bom in Cincinnati on 
June 20, 1878, and grew up in central 
Minnesota. 
He began his engineering career as a 
land surveyor with his father, studying 
hydraulic 
and 
water 
control 
engineering. In 1905, he drafted a 
drainage code which was adopted by 
the Minnesota legislature. 
Although his college education was 
limited to a few weeks at Colorado 
State University because (rf an eye 
condition, Morgan introduced a 
number of innovations during his 
tenure as Antioch president from 1920 
to 1936. He pioneered a program 
alternating periods of work on campus 
with academic studies. 
As chairman of the TV A from its 
start in 1933 until 1938 and chief 
engineer from 1933 to 1937, Morgan 
helped shape the country’s first large 
scale regional planning program. 
In 1940, Morgan founded the Com­ 
munity Service Inc. in Yellow Springs, 
an organization to study the future of 
small communities. 
Acting Antioch President Morris 
Keaton said, “ Arthur Morgan was the 
first to create a college using work for 
the liberal education of every stu­ 
dent...His vision marks Antioch still.” 
Morgan is survived by two sons, 
Ernest, of Celo, N.C., and Griscom, of 
Yellow Springs, and a daughter, Mrs. 
I-indrum S. Bolling, of Richmond, Ind.

A Coast Guard ship using so­ 
phisticated sonar scanning equipment 
detected the wreckage Sunday in I .ake 
Superior. Officials said they were 
“pretty certain” it was from the Fitz­ 
gerald. 


The ore carrier sank last Monday 
night during a severe storm on the 
eastern tip of the lake. There were no 
survivors among its crew of 29. 


Memorial services for the crew 
members were to be held this af­ 
ternoon in Toledo, the home port of the 
Fitzgerald. 


The Coast Guard buoy tender 
Woodrush used the sonar equipment to 
search for the sunken vessel over the 
weekend. 


“There are other wrecks in the area, 
but we’re pretty certain that it’s the 
Fitzgerald,” Coast Guard spokesman 
Jim Burrell said in Cleveland. 


The wreckage was located at a point 
42 miles northwest of here and 13 miles 
west of Coppermine Point on the 
Canadian shore — about two miles 
from where the Fitzgerald was last 
heard. 


Experts spent Sunday interpreting 
the sonar scans to determine whether 
the wreckage is in fact that of the 
Fitzgerald, another spokesman said. 
The Coast Guard released a 
statement late in the day saying the

Always Late 


We were playing a round of golf, 
Milton Goldstandt, Oscar Fraley and I, 
when Oscar went into his great- 
reporters-of-the past syndrome. Any 
two reporters can play and you may 
run through names such as Peter 
Zenger, Ambrose Bierce, Damon 
Runyon and Bob Considine, but I 
always come up with Red Dolan. 
Fraley had just published a fine book 
called, “Hoffa: The Real Story,” by 
James R. Hoffa. This, of course, is a lie 
because it was written by Oscar. Mr. 
Fraley can sling words so hard that he 
wounds them. All Hoffa could do was to 
call everybody an s.o.b. 
I didn’t say Red Dolan, but I was 
thinking it. When I was young and 
impressionable, Red Dolan was the 
last of the star reporters you see in the 
movies. 
He was tall and he had blue eyes and 
orange wavy hair. He was addicted to 
Urn topcoats and arriving late at the 
office. He earned $200 a week when the 
best reporters were getting $50. 
On The News in New York he drew 
the best assignments. If a student at 
Harvard University committed suicide 
and left a secret diary, the city editor 
sent Red to cover it. If, in Prohibition 
days, 
someone 
could 
board 
a 
bootlegger’s speedboat and get out to 
the ship laden with liquor, Dolan got it. 
Arriving late at the office got him in 
trouble. Dayside reporters arrived at 
IO a.m. and worked until six. Mr. 
Dolan sautered in at 10:30. He had a 
city editor, Harvey Deuell, noted for 
his lack of a sense of humor. 
Mr. Deuell hadn’t been known to 
sm ile since the assassination of 
President McKinley. He called Dolan 
to his desk. “Red,” he said 
softly, 
“you have been late every day in spite 
of my warnings. Beginning tomorrow, 
you will cover ship news.” 
“Ship news?” said Dolan. “That’s 
kid stuff. Any $25 reporter can do it.” 
“Ixt us hope,” said Mr. Deuell piously, 
“that you can do it.” 
Red was vexed. “The Coast Guard 
cutter leaves at 5 a.m. to meet the 
incoming liners. Boss, do you realize 
what time that is? I’m going to have to 
stay up all night to make it." 
“One additional fact,” said Deuell. 
“If you’re late by one minute, the 
cutter takes off. You will cover ship 
news or you’re fired.” I was a copy 
boy. I adored Red Dolan. He was what 
I hoped to be in 25 years. 
Mr. Dolan sat up all night to make 
that 
boat. 
He 
was 
sprouting 
a 
hangover in four natural colors when 
the cutter unmoored. It went to meet a 
French liner, the Ile de France. He 
climbed the gangway at the Narrows 
and asked the purser if there was 
anybody important aboard. 
“There is Mr. Joseph P. Kennedy in 
suite three on the sundeck and there is 
Gloria Swanson, a movie person in 
suite four.” “Miss Swanson will do,”

Red said. 
He was surprised to find that Mr. 
Kennedy was in Miss Swanson’s suite. 
They seemed friendly. In fact, Dolan 
had barely begun to take notes when he 
found that Kennedy owned a sizable 
chunk of Swanson’s movie studio. 
The big ship was headed up toward 
her pier when Kennedy offered Dolan a 
job. “ITI pay you $300 to start to write 
movies,” the Boston banker said. Red 
had a few drinks of Scotch and ac­ 
cepted. 
When he got back to The News, he 
told Harvey Deuell what to do with his 
job. It was 
a painful proceeding 
because Red was so explicit. 
Red Dolan was no longer a star 
reporter; he was $300-a-week movie 
writer who couldn’t savvy dialogue.

Increases Fees 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP) — Fees will go 
up $15 a quarter at Ohio University 
beginning next term following action 
taken Saturday by the school’s board 
of trustees. 
The trustees blamed the action on a 
$404,000 
cut 
in 
their 
state 
ap­ 
propriations, partially funded civil 
service pay raises and utility in­ 
creases. 
The first fee increase in nearly four 
years, the board added $10 to in­ 
structional fees and $5 to general fees. 
That raises student fees to $220 in­ 
structional and $55 general. No in­ 
crease for room and board was con­ 
sidered. 
In other action, the board authorized 
the scheduling of a winter quarter 
election to determine the will of the 
faculty 
on 
representation by

bargaining agent. The board said if the 
faculty approves the action, a second 
election will be held to determine the 
agent.

3 Escapees 
Being Sought 


LIMA, Ohio (AP) — Allen and 
Shelby County officials today con­ 
tinued their land and air search for 
three inmates at Lima State Hospital 
for the criminally insane who escaped 
over the weekend. 


The three were believed to have 
stolen a truck from a church parking 
lot in northern Shelby County early 
Sunday morning, authorities said. 


Five inmates at the facility escaped 
Saturday in a stateowned car, taking 
four attendants as hostages. The at­ 
tendants were abandoned unharmed 
along with one of the escapees who 
injured himself during the breakout, 
authorities said. 


He was identified as William Mur­ 
phy, 29, of Hamilton who apparently 
shot himself with a pistol the inmates 
used. A second inm ate, Thomas 
Sturgeon, 23, of Cincinnati, was found 
by the Allen County sheriff’s de­ 
partment canine corps about a quarter 
mile from where the escapees aban­ 
doned the car. 


The other patients were identified as 
leonard Singleton, 23, of Cleveland, 
charged with escape, burglary' and 
armed robbery; Jerome Stanley, 22, of 
Detroit, charged with kidnaping, rape 
and arson and 25-year-old 
Irving 
Green, charged with rape.

Speaking Of Your Health

My son had a separation of his 
collarbone from his shoulder, while 
playing football. He is 15 now. Will he 
be left with a tendency to trouble when 
he gets older? 
Mrs. N.N., La. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
Shoulder separations are probably 
the most common injury to football 
players. 
Fortunately, 
good 
equipment 
protects them so that these injuries 
have been markedly reduced. 
With a severe injury, ligaments 
between the collarbone and the 
shoulder are tom or stretched. These 
painful problems are recognized 
easily. In most instances, adhesive 
tape dressings and slings put the 
shoulder at rest, allowing healing to 
take place rapidly. 
When the ligaments are torn away, 
surgery may sometimes be necessary. 
Special wiring techniques are used to 
insure that the tissues will be reunited. 
With rest, recovery is almost always 
complete. In most instances, patients 
can return to full activity. They must 
remember, however, that this area of 
weakenss must be respected. When he 
grows older, there is no reason to 
suppose that your son will show any 
after-effects of this injury. 


Is there any special meaning if an 
infant is born with swollen breasts? 
Mrs. G.A., Maine 
Dear Mrs. A.: 
This is a rather common observation 
in newborn babies, both boys and girls. 
Occasionally, associated with the 
swelling there may be discharge of a 
milky substance. This is of no im­ 
portance and quickly clears up without 
any treatment. 
The reason for the swelling and the 
secretion of milk is that the unborn 
child is affected by the increase of 
hormones that are circulating in the 
mother’s blood during pregnancy. 


Is there any danger to piercing ears? 
Miss T.C., Calif. 
Dear Miss C.: 
The only obvious danger, of course, 
is the possibiltiy of developing a local 
infection in the area of the ear lobe. 
Very recently, some reports in the 
medical literature indicate that cases 
have been reported of hepatitis 
following piercing of the ears with 
infected instruments. 
I believe that it is imperative that 
anyone who pierces ears should use 
disposable sterile instruments and 
needles. These should be used for one 
person and then discarded.

S tatew ide 
Energy Policy 
Proposed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An ex­ 
pert panel has called for a com­ 
prehensive statewide energy policy, 
warning that business as usual on state 
and national levels will result in dire, 
long range economic consequences. 


“The conclusion is inescapable,” 
The Ohio Energy Emergency Com­ 
mission said Friday in its final report. 
“The projected gap between available 
energy supply and demand in Ohio 
describes a totally unacceptable future 
picture for the Ohio economy.” 


With the normal levels of em­ 
ployment and energy supply of 1972 as 
a base, the energy com m ission 
“business as usual” analysis projected 
energy deficits of 27 per cent in 1980 
and 43 per cent in 1990. 


Created by the legislature as a 
temporary planning group in the 
spring of 1974, the energy commission 
studied supply and use of energy and 
prepared a 
“Crisis 
Management” 
plan, announced last month. 


The plan would authorize the 
governor to declare a natural gas 
emergency, if warranted by large 
scale shortfalls, wherein the state 
could take over allocation of the 
precious fuel. 


“The largest single factor con­ 
tributing to Ohio’s vulnerable energy 
supply position is the direct and in­ 
direct dependence of Ohio upon 
natural gas imported from Louisiana, 
Texas and offshore Gulf of Mexico,” 
the report said. “The economic and 
political factors which may affect 
interstate natural gas supplies are 
beyond the direct discretionary control 
of Ohio.” 


Most of the duties of the energy 
commission, which formally concludes 
its work Dec. 31, will be assumed by 
the new Ohio Energy and Resource 
Development Agency (ERDA). 
The commission said ERDA should 
develop an aggressive, balanced 
program to stimulate supply and make 
most efficient use of fuel.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The news 
release bore the simple heading, “ Bob 
Secrest will not run in 1976.” But it 
marked the end of an institution in 
Ohio politics and quite possibly the end 
of an era. 
State Sen. Robert T. Secrest, D-20 
Cambridge, 
has 
served 
five 
presidents, three Ohio governors and 
three generations of voters. His career 
in public life has spanned 48 years and 
he says quite candidly: “ I know of no 
individual from Ohio, present or past, 
whose active political career has 
lasted so long.” 


In fact, only one member of congress 
still remains in Washington from the 
1933 group that Secrest joined when he 
was first elected. And Wright Patman, 
a Texas Democrat, is 82 
Secrest, 71, is one of the few 
remaining members of a “ crabgrass 
brigade” of rural legislators who 
dominated Ohio politics until the late 
1960s when reapportionment changed 
the make up of districts. 


The lanky, rough-hewn individualist 
has often found himself on the other 
side of issues from his more liberal 
Democratic colleagues since returning 
to the legislature as a senator in 1968 
It bothers him not a bit. 
“ I made up my mind and no one ever 
had to guess where I stood,” he said. 
Indeed, Secrest was seldom badgered 


by lobbyists or reporters when he am­ 
bled onto the Senate floor with a plug of 
tobacco, stuck prominently in his 
cheek. 
“ They know better than that,” he 
once said. 
His retirement statement listed 
numerous accomplishments, including 
a 1931 law allowing gas tax money to 
be funneled to counties townships and 
municipalities. 
“ Thus bill brought rural Ohio out of 
the mud and did more than any other 
thing to get me elected to congress in 
1932,” he recalled 
The former one-room school teacher 
served in the congress for IO years, left 
for a stint in the Navy in World War II 
and returned in 1948, 
He was a member of the Federal 
Trade Commission for seven years, 
was 
appointed 
Ohio 
commerce 


director in 1962, and is still a charter 
member of the Ohio Bicentennial 
Commission. 
He has been a champion of veterans 
causes during recent years in the Ohio 
General Assembly, but generally did 
not take an active role in support of 
controversial bills. 
With “ fourth down and a year to go, 
Bob Secrest thinks “ it is time for 
someone younger to take hold of the 
plow.” 
He has no complaints. 
“ I have been completely happy in 
everything I have ever done, from 
working in the coal mines for many 
summers through my present work in 
the Ohio legislature,” he says. 
“ I have devoted all of my adult life to 
southeast Ohio and the problems of the 
people who live there. I have no 
regrets.”

With her marriage in trouble, 
Martha decided that the real villains 
were the “ permissive parents” who 
lived across the street. In a court suit 
she told the judge: 
“ Their daughter has been chasing 
my husband shamelessly. It is up to 
them to make her behave.” 
But when it turned out that the 
daughter was already 20 years old, the 
judge dismissed the case. 
“ To expect parents to vacuum-pack 
a mature daughter,” said the judge, 
“ is to expect the impossible.” 
Of course, the law does not expect 
parents to do the impossible in con­ 
trolling the conduct of their children. 
On the other hand, the law does insist 
that they impose a reasonable amount 
of restraint. 
Another case involved a 16-year-old 
boy with a habit of beating up younger 
children on the block. His parents not 
only failed to criticize their son but 
even defended him against complaints 
by the neighbors. 
Finally sued by one of his youthful 
victims, the parents were ordered to 
pay damages. The court said they 
could and should have tried to curb 
behavior that was so plainly antisocial. 
Even childish exuberance, if given 
free rein, may lead to parental 
liability. 
Suppose a youngster goes racing 
around a department store while his 
mother unconcernedly does her 
shopping. 
If 
the 
child 
knocks 
somebody down the mother may well 
be 
held 
liable 
on 
grounds 
of 
negligence. 
She cannot take a hands-off attitude, 
said one court in considering this kind 
of a situation, when she “ observes the 
dangerous behavior and has an op­ 
portunity to exercise control.”

' Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions ami an­ 
swers on federal tax matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


(Q) Three of us support our father, 
each contributing one-third of his 
support. How do we divide the 
deduction? 


(A) As long as no one of you con­ 
tributes more than 50 per cent of your 
father’s support, then any one of you 
who contributes more than IO per cent 
of the support is eligible to claim the 
dependency deduction. Only one per 
son may claim the deduction each 
year, so the three of you may decide 
who gets it. The others must file a 
written statement that they will not 
claim the deduction that year. 


The statements must be filed with 
the return of the person claiming the 
deduction. You may use Form 2120, 
Multiple Support Declaration, which 
may be obtained from your local IRS 
office. 
(Q) I am going to be taking some 
business trips before the end of the 
year, and I want to make sure my 
expense records are in the proper 
order. What kind of records should I 
keep? 
(A) You must be able to show proof 


of the amount of each separate travel 
expenditure, such as transportation 
and lodging. You may total the daily 
cost of incidentals as long as you list 
them in reasonable categories, for 
example, food, gas, cab fare, etc. 
Record your destination, the dates 
you arrive and depart and the number 
of days spent on business. You should 
also include the business reason for the 
trip and the business benefit you ex­ 
pect. 
The records should be kept in an 
account book, diary or other such 
ledger, and should be supported by 
receipts. 


(Q) I must take my five-year-old 
child for medical treatment twice a 
week. We usually take a bus or cab. Is 
there some way to deduct these travel 
expenses? 
(A) Yes. Payments for tran­ 
sportation essential for medical care 
may be deducted as medical expense. 
Not only are the child’s expenses 
deductible, but so are the expenses of 
the parent who must accompany the 
child. 
If you use public transportation, the 
fares are deductible. If you drive a car, 
the cost of gas, oil, tolls and parking 
fees is deductible, or you may take the 
standard mileage rate of seven cents 
per mile in addition to tolls and 
parking fees.

(AP) - In the 
early 1950s, Chari “ Charlie” Green 
says he found a way to make duck- 
hunting season last all year — he 
began carving decoys. 
And that hobby, which he says is the 
only true American handicraft, since it 
was never practiced in Europe, has led 
him to pick up a number of ribbons in 
contests. His hobby has expanded to 
carvings of sea gulls, song birds and 
owls as well as ducks. 
The local hardware merchant still 
makes decoys, but most of his spare 
time now is spent carving decorative 
pieces for walls and office desks. He 
also makes mobiles. 
For the 28th Annual Midwest Decoy 
Contest, 
he 
fashioned 
a 
set 
of 
mergansers (fish-eating fowl). But he 
still spends plenty of cold, clammy 
autumn mornings crouched in a duck 
blind, looking out for rare species to 
provide him with new coloring pat­ 
terns for his decoys. 
He shoots the ducks, although not 
many in a season, then takes them 
home and skins them. His finished 
products each carry a price tag of $40 
to $400. 
Most of his carving is done in bass 
wood bought from home builders. He 
also scouts around for trees knocked 
down in storms. Then he stacks the 
wood, letting it air dry for three or four 
years. 
He’s also a decoy collector, owning 
samples of wooden fowl that date back 
to the days of the Civil War. 
And his work extends to his artist 
daughter Mary 
Lou, often found 
painting water fowl in water colors and 
ink in the shop behind Green’s Hard­ 
ware. Son Chuck, 24, also carves. As 


for Green's wife, Frances, “ she just 
puts up with us,” says her husband.

As usual, Alabama is in the forefront 
of the postseason bowl spotlight. And 
as a result of the Crimson Tide’s 
decision to play in the Sugar Bowl 
against Penn State, either Nebraska or 
Oklahoma will be shut out of the five 
major bowls. 
The surprising beneficiary of all the 
weekend’s wheeling and dealing, 
which saw 20 of the 22 major berths 
unexpectedly filled, could be the 
newest of them all, the five-year-old 
Fiesta Bowl, which might have a Top 
Ten match-up of unbeaten and eighth- 
ranked Arizona State — provided the 
Sun Devils defeat Arizona for the 
Western Athletic Conference title — 
against the loser of Saturday’s Big 
Eight Conference showdown between 
second-ranked Nebraska and No. 6 
Oklahoma. 
The 
Alabama-Penn State Sugar 
Bowl pairing was reported by The 
Associated Press Sunday night and 
was to be officially announced in New 
Orleans at I p.m., EST, today. With 
one game left for both teams, fifth- 
ranked Alabama has a 9-1 record 
following a 27-6 triumph over Southern 
Mississippi, to8-2for llth-ranked Penn 
State, idle over the weekend. 
The only vacant bowl berths are one 
in the Tangerine Bowl against 16th- 
ranked Miami of Ohio and another in 
the Peach Bowl against North Carolina 
State. With some pairings still to be 
announced officially, The AP has come 
up with the following bowl line-up: 
—Rose Bowl: Big Ten champion 
(Ohio State or Michigan) vs. Pacific-8 
champion (UCLA, California or 
Stanford). 
—Orange Bowl: NebraskaOklahoma 
winner vs. Ohio State-Michigan loser. 
—Sugar Bowl: Alabama vs. Penn 
State. 
—Cotton Bowl: Southwest Con­ 
ference champion (Texas A&M, Texas 
or Arkansas) vs. Georgia.

—Liberty Bowl: Southern California 
vs. Arkansas, if the Hazorbacks don’t 
win the Southwest Conference title and 
thereby go to the Cotton Bowl, or 
Texas A&M. 
—Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl: Colorado 
vs. Texas A&M or Texas. 
—Fiesta Bowl:

George Peppard, the star and 
chief neurosurgeon of NBC’s 
“Doctors’ Hospital,” plays a 
different kind of medicine 
man tonight in NBC’s “Guilty 
or 
Innocent: 
The 
Sam 
Sheppard Murder Case.” 
He portrays Sheppard, the 
Ohio osteopath whose famous 
trial and conviction for the 
m urder of his pregnant wife 
in 1954 led to a landmark U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that 
“ virulent publicity’’ 
had 
denied him a fair trial. 
In throwing out the con­ 
viction, the high court in 1966 
placed the responsibility for 
preventing “trial by news­ 
paper” on public officials, not 
the press, and put most of the 
blame for what it called the 
“ carn iv al atm o sp h ere” of 
S heppard’s 
tria l 
on 
the 
presiding judge. 
Sheppard, who died in 1970 
at age 46, claimed during both 
the trial and his nine years in 
prison that he was innocent. A 
Cleveland jury agreed and 
acquitted him at his second 
trial in October 1966. 
His case and how it affected 
his life made for absorbing 
dram a, but tonight’s three- 
hour 
d ram atizatio n 
is 
anything but that. 
It follows Sheppard’s ac­ 
count of the sum m er night his 
wife was slain in the upstairs 
bedroom of their suburban 
Bay Village home fronting 
l^ake Erie west of Cleveland. 
A sequence of blurred still 
photographs, made for the 
NBC show, are used to 
re cre ate S h eppard’s con­ 
tention that an intruder had 
knocked him unconscious 
after

beaten 
Mrs. 
Sheppard to death. 
Then come various phases 
of the osteopath’s ordeal —- 
the media clamoring for his 
a rre st, the 


m osphere” of his heavily- 
publicized first trial, his life 
in prison, the arrival of a 
young lawyer named F. I>ee 
Bailey to win his acquittal 
and Sheppard’s troubled life 
as a free man. 
To move the show along, 
actors cast as key figures in 
Sheppard’s life — a news­

what they’d thought and felt. 
But the show just doesn’t 
move along. It seems oddly 
flat, uneven and occasionally 
mawkish, largely because of 
the directing and acting.

whose chief claim to fame is 
her friendship with Clifford 
Irving, who got in a lot of 
trouble a few years back with 
a book concerning Howard 
Hughes.

George Peppard, the star and 
chief neurosurgeon of NBC’s 
“Doctors’ Hospital,” plays a 
different kind of medicine 
man tonight in NBC’s “Guilty 
or 
Innocent: 
The 
Sam 
Sheppard Murder Case.” 
He portrays Sheppard, the 
Ohio osteopath whose famous 
trial and conviction for the 
murder of his pregnant wife 
in 1954 led to a landmark U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling that 
“virulent publicity” had 
denied him a fair trial. 
In throwing out the con­ 
viction, the high court in 1966 
placed the responsibility for 
preventing “trial by news­ 
paper” on public officials, not 
the press, and put most of the 
blame for what it called the 
“ carnival atm osphere” of 
Sheppard’s trial on the 
presiding judge. 
Sheppard, who died in 1970 
at age 46, claimed during both 
the trial and his nine years in 
prison that he was innocent. A 
Cleveland jury agreed and 
acquitted him at his second 
trial in October 1966. 
His case and how it affected 
his life made for absorbing 
drama, but tonight’s three- 
hour 
dram atization 
is 
anything but that. 
It follows Sheppard’s ac­ 
count of the summer night his 
wife was slain in the upstairs 
bedroom of their suburban 
Bay Village home fronting 
Lake Erie west of Cleveland. 
A sequence of blurred still 
photographs, made for the 
NBC show, are used to 
recreate Sheppard’s con­ 
tention that an intruder had 
knocked him unconscious 
after having beaten Mrs. 
Sheppard to death. 
Then come various phases 
of the osteopath’s ordeal — 
the media clamoring for his 
arrest, the 


mosphere” of his heavily- 
publicized first trial, his life 
in prison, the arrival of a 
young lawyer named F. Ijee 
Bailey to win his acquittal 
and Sheppard’s troubled life 
as a free man. 
To move the show along, 
actors cast as key figures in 
Sheppard’s life — a news­ 
paperman, Bailey and a 
wrestling 
promoter 
— 
periodically precede various 
scenes with comments about 
what they’d thought and felt. 
But the show just doesn’t 
move along. It seems oddly 
flat, uneven and occasionally 
mawkish, largely because of 
the directing and acting. 
One of the supporting 
players is Nina Van Pallandt, 
whose chief claim to fame is 
her friendship with Clifford 
Irving, who got in a lot of 
trouble a few years back with 
a book concerning Howard 
Hughes. 
In NBC’s show, she’s 
woefully m iscast as the 
German 
divorcee 
who 
became Sheppard’s pen pal 
while he was in prison and his 
second 
wife 
(she 
later 
divorced him) when he was 
freed. 
But

appointment is Peppard, who 
turned in a brilliant acting job 
in a 1963 war movie called 
“The Victors” and hasn’t 
seemed able to rouse himself 
to that level since. 
His effort tonight appears a 
mixture of ham and Banacek. 
Save for a prison scene where 
he belts an inmate who wants 
him to get drugs from the 
prison hospital, he just 
doesn’t seem believable.

Glenn Praises 
Compromise 
On Energy Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. John H. 
Glenn, D-Ohio, called the energy bill 
approved last week by congressional 
conferees “compromise at its very 
best” Sunday and predicted that 
President Ford would sign it. 
Glenn, a member of the Senate- 
House committee which approved the 
bill, praised the agreement worked out 
between the Democrat-controlled Con­ 
gress 
and 
the 
Republican 
ad­ 
ministration. 
“The bill is a compromise all the 
way through—meaningful, workable 
compromise,” Glenn said. 
“The President backed off on some 
pricing demands, but we in turn gave 
him more flexibility than some 
colleagues in the Senate and House 
wanted to give him,” the senator said. 
He added that he felt both sides gave 
more ground than many expected 
them to. 
If signed by President Ford, the bill 
would establish a national energy 
policy and would resolve a 10-month 
partisan impasse between Capitol Hill 
and the White House. Economists 
predict it would result in an immediate 
3.5-cent cut in the cost of a gallon of 
gasoline or heating oil. 
Glenn said the most immediate 
effect of the compromise measure 
would be its pricing mechanism. But 
“some of the conservation features 
and the automobile standards that 
aren’t effective until the late 1970s or 
early 1980s may be very, very effective 
once they’re in place,” Glenn said. 
Glenn said it “would be a tragedy if 
the President does not sign it,” and 
added that he believed the bill would 
be signed some time next month after 
it passes both chambers. 
“We kept in touch with the ad­ 
ministration to get its input on it to 
come up with something we believed 
the President would not feel he had to 
veto,” he added. 
“I think we have that bill now.”
